In a death-trap made by his o-.vn hands, William Wilson, "the Leg- 


less Wonder" was .knocked into eternity at 8:30 Monday evening in the 
presence of a horrified audience at the SJxth Street theatre, when one 
of the "lugs" on the right side of his bicycle failed to 
glide 
into 
its 


groove, jerking the wheel and rider over until one of the straps which 
harnessed him to his wheel snapped. The shot-gun did not go off. Wil- 
son's arms shot up into 'the air as the huge wheel started on its revo- 
lution and dangling backward as he came down again his head struck a 
large cross beam and crushed par: of his head into 
a 
pulp. 
Those 


nearest to him say that not a sound came from Wilson's lips. He was a 
corpse before the wheel stopped swinging. 
The curtain was 
quickly 


rolled down by Frank Hack, who stood nearby. 


That Wilson's terrible fate has not terrified all nervy ones, is evi- 


denced by the fact that James Strain, who was Wilson's partner in the 
enterprise, was approached Tuesday morning by a young man 
named 


Felver, saying he was willing to do the trick and had no fear. 


Needless to state that the offer was declined. 
The mechanism ha? been taken down and wijj not appear again. It 


was invented by Wilson after a year's study, and belonged to him and 
Mr. Strain with whom he lived. Atty. McDowell was not a partner in 
the enterprise, but acted as their attorney and had loaned them 
some 


money. The contrivance comprises. Wilson's estate and nothing will be 
done ur.til his wife arrives or is heard from. 


Wilson, or Jones to be correct, had livid a tragic life. He never knew 


a father or mother but at a tender age was taken to raise by good peo- 
ple by the name of Wilson. At an early age he lost' both legs by the cars. 


He little cared whether he livea or diod. He remarked no later than 


Monday afternoon when a friend expostulated that he would kill him- 
self some day in his perilous stunts, that it dic"r.'t make much difference 
whether he died, or not; it was just as good as living without legs. 


The first person to reach Wilson 


was Fred Randies, a stage hand. He 
caught the carriage and stopped it, 
and with the help of others released 
the man and lay him on a cushion 
on the floor. His heart was beating 
faintly but he was unconscious. lie 
was bleeding f right Hilly. 


Raymond's Story. 


Raymond R. Raymond was 
per- 


haps the nearest person to the awful 
trap of death, and he tells graphical- 
ly what he saw. Mr. Raymond had 
charge of the music for the feature 
and sat at the piano In the orchestra 
pit. hardly a dozen feet away from 
the spot where" poor Wilson had his 
brains dashed out. -

Cincinnati. O.. Aug. 4. — The p^r- 


fecting of plans of campaign pgainst 
the mail order houses Js th« main ob- 
ject of the state and national retail 
jewelers' 
associations, 
that 
b^gan 


their annual meeting here, according 
(o a statement by President Bert ling 
of the Cincinnati 
association. The 


state associations for Ohio and Ken- 
tucky began business when tho execu- 
tive committee ol iho r.a'ional or-ran- 
ization held a session. In iiis discus- 
sion of the work of the association 
President Bertling said furl her: "The 
mail order business hns been making 
great inroads on tho tra«1c of the re- 
tail jewelers, and the latter arc unit- 
ing in a movement to defend their 
business. Many of the retailers hove 
determined not to buy from a manu- 
facturer who sells to a mail order 
house." 


Charge Dismissed. 


Cleveland. O.. Aug. 4. — Harry E. 


Hayes of the banking fir mof W. J. 
Hayes & Son of this city was dis- 
charged by Judge Strimple at the 
conclusion of the hearing upon the 
charge of conspiracy brought by offi- 
cials of West New York, N. J., who 
alleged that the banker had illegally 
obtained possession of bonds worth 
$105,000. A warrant was issued in 
New Jersey for the arrest ct Hayes, 
and an officer was sent here for him. 
Hayes instituted habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings, with the result that the 
charge was dismissed. The court, said 
tho evidence had clearly shown that 
Hayes was not in New Jersey on Dec. 
18, the date upon which it was al- 
leged the offense was committed, but 
that he was in Cleveland.
